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L Claims 6-9 and 11-13 remain withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in Paper No. 9. 

2. Newly submitted claims 14-20 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: The apparatus can be used in 
another and materially different process such as one which fires metals. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 14-20 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to 
a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

3. Claims 1-5 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. The original specification does not appear to support the newly claimed limitation in 
claim 1 which recites "wherein the supports are not roUable supports". It is submitted that an 
article of any shape is "rollable", whether or not such shape would roll during the claimed 
process is another matter. The claim should be more specifically defined so as to describe what 
is supported in the specification. 
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4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an apphcation for patent, pubHshed under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



5, Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Cooper et al. 
(6,352,669). 

Cooper et al. teaches the basic claimed process of true sintering ceramic pre-shaped 
items. The process disclosed by Cooper et al. includes the steps of resting the firing material 
during sintering on supports which are not coated with metal or molten at the sintering 
temperature and are not roUable. 



6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fonns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



7. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. AppUcant is advised of the obHgation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
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the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the appHcabiUty of 35 U.S.C, 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

8. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cooper et 



Cooper et al. teaches the basic claimed process of true sintering ceramic pre-shaped 
items. The process disclosed by Cooper et al. includes the steps of resting the firing material 
during sintering on supports which are not coated with metal or molten at the sintering 
temperature and are not roUable. 

It is known to make dental prostheses from ceramics due to their biocompatible 
properties. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to use the process of Coopere et al. to produce a dental prosthesis in view of the 
generic disclosure therein.
